passed on third reading the bill prohib- 
iting the manufacture in Tennessee of 
intoxicating liquors. Consequently . the 
veto wlll be read to the senate tomor- 
row morning, when it must be sustained 
or the bill passed over the executive’s 
protest. On original passage the vote 
was 20 to 13. 
Antis Are Hopeful. 


Opponents of the \bill claim tonight 
aes they can count: on a change of 
senators to their side, and that the 
member, on whose vote the fate 
of the measure depends, is wavering. 
Ghould there be a change of four votes, 
the vato would, be sustained, |7 to 16. 
The bill is made effective July |, 1909. 
The bill prohibiting the thanufacture 
ef liquor was amended so ag to become 
effective January !, i910. With the 
two laws on the statute books, property 
worth many millions would be made 
practically worthless, vast revenues to 
the state, certain counties and oities 
would be cut off and aziti-prohibition- 
iste claim that taxes would necessarily 
ecome burdensome.

In his veto message, Governor Patter- 
son charges that such legislation 
against the democratic platform and the 
doctrine of self-government; that it sets 
aside the recorded will of the people;

and its enactment brings no settlement 
of the question; that it destroys pRoperty, 
reduces state revenues, increases taxa- 
tion, takes money from the people to 
send it elsewhere, foments discord, im- 
pairs the dignity of the commonwealth; 
fosters hypocrisy and invites evasion and 
deceit In the people. 


TEXAS “DRYS” STRIKE 
ROCKS IN LEGISLATURE 


Austin, Texas, January !19.—The sec- 
ond test vote in regard to the submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment pro- 
vidimg for state-wide prohibition in the 
house of the Texas legislature today, 
showed those who favored prohibition 
to be still three votes short of the 
number required to carry the measure 

The question was the dispensing with 
of the third reading and the submission 
of the bill to a vote. While the prohi- 
bition faction defeated the effort of the 
anti-prohibitionists to have the ‘bill put 
on final passage by a vote of 86 to 38, 
it will require 89 votes, two-thirds of 
the membership of the house, to secure 
its enactment. The vote today follow- 
ed debate at times very bitter.

stead of a democrat, despite the fact that 
& majority of the members were pledged 
to the people to vote for Chamberlain. 

Eastern political influences are alleged 
to have interfered in the Oregon sena- 
torial situation, and even the assistance 
of President-elect Taft @hd Frank H. 
Hitchcock, chairman of the republican 
national committee, were solicited. Va- 
rious members of the United States sen- 
ate were called on, but have declined to 
ask Oregon legisiators to violate the 
pledge.

Washington, D. C., January \9.—(Spe- 
cia).)—The’ senate democrats have stood 
for a policy of economy and Jefferson- 
ian simplicity, properly amended, of 
course, as befits the times,in the de- 
bates and votes of the past two days 
on salary increases for the president’ 
of the United States and the speaker 
of the house. 

Despite the fight of the democrats, 
however, the senate today adopted the 
amendment increasing the salary of, 
the president to $190,000, including all 
traveling expenses. 

The senate fixed the salary of the 
chief justice of the supreme court at 
$15,000 and associate justices at $14,500, 

The amendment increasing the salary 
of the president was adopted by a votel 
of 35 to 30. The republican senators 
who voted against the increase were 
Beveridge, Borah, Brown, Burkett, 
Clapp, Dolliver, LaFollette and Piles.) 
No democratic senators voted in favor 
of the increase. 

Clay Pat Them on Record. 

It was upon a motion of Senator Clay. 
that the senate was forced to go on 
record today as being for or against a 
presidential ealary of $76,000, without 
any perquisites. or emoluments in the 
way of a special allowance for travel- 
Ing expenses. The Georgia senators de- 
clared that the allowance of $25,000 
heretofore given the president for trav- 
eling expenses was clearly unconstitue- 
tional.

$12,000 for White House Autos. 

Washington, January 19.—The urgent 
deficiency appropriation Dill was 
passed by the house today. It was call- 
ed up by Representative Tawney, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee, as 
soon as the pensions appropriations bill 
had been disposed of. The item of $12,- 
000 for the purchase and maintenance 
of automobiles for the use of the 
president caused some discussion. 

Representative Heflin, of Alabama, 
proposed adding an appropriation of 
$60,000 for the distribution of seeds by 
the agricultural depariment. A point of 
order against this amendment was sus- 
tained. 

This proceeding resulted in a debate, 
in which Representatives Mann, of 
Illinois, and Tawney, of Minnesota, ar- 
gued against the amendment. Repre- 
sentative Candier, of Mississippi, claim- 
ed that there was a deficiency in the 
funds for the purchase of seeds avail- 
able for Gistribution. 

Mr. Candler said that congress shoulda 
appropriate money for seeds for the 
farmers rather than $12,000 for auto- 
mobiles for the president. 

The bill was then pregénted. 


REPUBLIC OF LIBERIA 
IN TOTTERING STATE 


Roosevelt . Asks . for Commis- 
sion of Americans to Aid 


Negroes. 

Washington, January 19.—President 
Roosevelt today transmitted to con- 
gress, with his approval, a letter from 
Secretary of State Root, asking that 
authority be given for the appointment 
of a commission of three Americans to 
go to Liberia and -assist that republic 
in strengthening its hold on the reins 
ef government. The president, in his 
dndorsement of the proposition, asks for 
@n\ appropriation of $20,000 for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Root says that the condition of 
liberla is really serious. The forty 
or fifty thousand civilized negroes, 
mostly descendants of colonists from 
the United States, find it especially dif- 
ficult to control the native tribes, or, 
because of lack of education, to conduct 
their own government in accordance 
with modern requirements.

New York, January !9.—The cente- 
nary of the birth of Edgar Allan Poe 
was fittingly celebrated here today. 
There were three notable celebrations 
—one in Poe park, where a bust of the 
poet was unveiled, and the others in 
New York University and Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

“‘No American of letters,” said Thomas 
Nelson Page, in an address at Colum- 
bia University tonight. “has ever ex- 
cited the fury of controversial com- 
batants as has the author of ‘The Ra- 
ven,’ ‘The Bells’ and a score of other 
prod@uctions all stamped with the mark 
of originality and many with that of 
genius. . 

“In life he worked for a dollar or two 
@& page and he starved. In death, while 
his works have been discussed and 
lauded by makers of Mterature in every 
tongue, yet his name is never uttered 
that it does not awaken the revilings of 
a class that in our land hold the ‘keys, 
happily not of fame, but of those halls 
Where fame finds a somewhat dull shel- 
ter, elbow to elbow with a somewhat 
indiscriminate company. 

If Poe Had Been Dull. 

“It has been charged that he was a 
drunkard and an ingrate. Well; he 
Probably was. He wag certainly a man 
of irregular habits. If he had not’ had 
personal shortcomings he might have 
led a decorous life and finally reached 
the dignity of admission to the halls of 
fame.. In ¢@uch case would -he have 
written those works which have placed 
him on the pinnacle on which he 
stands?” 

In the New York University library 
building, Hamilton W. Mabie delivered 
the Poe address and took occasion to 
refer to Poe’s exclusion from the roster 
of immortals in the hall of fame, say- 
ing it was a small matter so far as 
Poe’s fame was concerned. “for fame 
does not rest on the suffrage of any 
lesser jury than the great body of in 
telligent readers,” he said. : 


Barly in the day a bust of Poe was 


unveiled in Poe park, a plot of ground 
in Fordham, on which stands the little 
five-room cottage where Poe lived for 
a time and where his child-wife, Vir- 
ginia, died. 

At University of Virginia. 

Charlottesville, Va., January 19.—The 
Edgar Allan Poe centenary celebration 
reached its climax tonight, when able 
addresses were delivered by Professor 
Barrett Wendell, of Harvard, on ‘The 
Nationalism of Poe,” and by Charles 
Alphonse Smith, of the University of 
North Carolina, on ‘Poe's Influence on 
Southern Literature.” 

Especially pleasing to the southern 
audience was the ‘former's statement 
that the work of Poe is among the 
still few claims ‘which America can, 
as yet, urge unchallenged in proof that 
our country has enriched the literature 
of the world. President Alderman in- 
troduced the speakers. 

Original poems by Robert Burns Wil- 
son, Of Kentucky; Judge Walter Ma- 
lone, of Tennessee, and Charles W. 
Hubner, of Atlanta, were read. Let- 
ters containing appreciations were im- 
pressively read by. Professor Willough- 
by Reade. 

Medals Bestowed. 


An interesting feature was the be- 
stowal of medals, struck by Tiffany, 
to commemorate the occasion, to some 
seventy-five persons, who had added 
materially to furthering Poe’s reputa- 
tion as a man of letters. Among those 
awarded memorials were George Judan 
Zolnay, of New York, and Thomas Nel- 
son Page, of Washington. 

In a symposium of tributes to 
foreign influence of the genius of 
gar Allan Poe, Professor George 
ward, of Northwestern University, 
nois, formerly of Munich, Germany, was 
among the speakers. Dr. Alcee For- 
tier, of Tulane University, New Orleans, 
discussed Poe from the standpoint of 
French literature. A cablegram was 
read from the Authors’ Club of London 
and poems by Arthur Christopher Ben- 
son, of England; Professor Edward W. 
Dowden, of Ireland, _— Boyd, of 
Canada, were read. ere were also 
many .trftbutes from distinguished for- 
eigner& Dr. Charles W. Kent presided 
at today’s exercises.

DANGER TO UNITED STATES 
3 : 


Roosevelt Wires Asking That Anti- 
Japanese Bills Be Held Up, Say- 
ing That the Measures Will 
Be of Great Harm to the 
United States, 


Sacramento, Cal., January |9.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has taken a hand in the 
anti-Japanese legislation now before 
the California legislature and has ask- 
ed the governor to take steps to have 
all legislation held up until the presi- 
dent can be heard in the matter. Ina 
telegram gent Saturday this request 
was embodied and a letter is en route 
to Sacramento which will give the chief 
executive’s views and wishes in the 
matter of legislation against the “little 
brown men.” 

Protest of Roosevelt. 

President Roosevelt’s telegram 
lows: 


‘Washington, January !6, 1908.—Hon. 
James N. Gillette, Governor of Cali- 
fornia, Sacramento, Cal.: We are great- 
ly concerned at newspaper reports on 
anti-Japanese legislation in California's 
legislature. Have written you at 
length on the subject. Earnestly hope 
that no progtess will be made on bills 
until you have chance to receive my 
letter, and if necessary to discuss its 
contents with leaders of two houses. 
My knowledge of the international sit- 
uation, particularly with reference to 
emigration of Japanese laborers from 
United States satisfies that the passage 
of the proposed legislation would be 
of incalculable damage in state of Cal- 
ifornia, as well as to whole nation. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

Governor Gillette sent the following 
reply: 

“Sacramento, Cal., January 18, 1909. 
Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 
United States, Washington, D. C.: Tel- 
egram received. Have caused bills to 
be held up until I can hear from you. 
Copies of bills introduced affecting Jap- 
anese legislation with briefs on same 


mailed you. 
“J. N. GILLETTE.” 


The Drew measure prevents ownership 
of property for more than seven years 
by aliens, and this measure was report- 
ed out of committee today, favorably, 
and was to have passed through the 
assembly. It was held up until Wed- 
nesday, when it was made a special 
order of business. 

No Legislation, Says Gillette. 


According to a statement made _ to0- 
night by Governor Gillette, there will be 
no legislation against the Japanese at 
this session of the legislature. The g0v- 
ernor authorized the following: 

“After conferring with the leading 
members of both branches of the legis- 
laturé tonight, J am convinced that no 
legislation directed against the Japan- 
ese will be enacted. I am satisfied that 
the people of California and particularly 
the members of our legislature, appre- 
ciate the efforts being made by the fed- 
eral government and the represntatives 
of Japan to stop immigration to this 
country of Japanese laborers, skilled and 
unskilled. 

‘There can be no doubt that the Jap- 
anese government is acting absolutely 
in good faith in its endeavor to pre- 
vent its people emigrating to our coun- 
try, and, in my judgment, it would be 
a serious mistake while they are so do- 
ing to enact any laws directed against 
the Japanese. 

“This question is one in which the 
federal government is particularly inter- 
ested, and its wishes should be care- 
fully considered, and will be, I am sure, 
by the people of this state.” 


Roosevelt’s Letter. 


Washington, January’ 19.—President 
Roosevelt’s letter to Governor Gillette, 
dated January 1|I6, follows: 

“My Dear Governor: I am greatly 
concerned over the anti-Japanese bills 
which are apparently going through, or 
are on thelr way through, the Califor- 
nia legislature. They are, in every 
sense, most unfortunate. At last we 
have in first-class working order the 
arrangement which, with such 4diffi- 
culty, we succeeded in getting through 
two years ago. The Japanese govern- 
ment is obviously acting in entire good 
faith. During the six months ending 
October 3], last, the total number of 
Japanese who have come to the main- 
land of the United States has been 2,- 
074, and the total number who have 
left has been 3,/81. fn other words, 
the whole object nominally desired by 
those who wish to prevent the incoming 
of Japanese borers has been achieved. 

“More Japanese are leaving the coun- 
try than are coming in, and by pres- 
ent indications, in a very few years the 
number of Japanese here will be no 
greater than the number of Americans 
in Japan: that is, the movement will 
be aS normal in one case as in the 
other, which is just what we desire. 
There is, therefore, no shadow of ex- 
cuse for action which will simply pro- 
duce great irritation, and may result in 
upsetting the present agreement and 
throwing open thé whole situation again. 


Agitation and Trouble. 


“These agitators have themselves to 
thank if trouble comes from what they 
do, if therafis a fresh influx of Japan- 
ese hither. They hamper the national 
government in what it has now so effi- 
ciently accomplished—the agreement by 
peaceful means, and through the friend- 
ly initiative of the Japanese govern- 
ment, to keep Japanese immigrants out 
of the United States, save as Ameri- 
cans themselves visit Japan. Is it not 
possible to get the Jegislature to realize 
the great unwisdom from the _ stand- 
point of the counttfy at large, and, above 
all, from the standpoint of California, 
of what is being done?

“If half that has come to me _ from 
what seems authority that ought to 
know the facts, there ought to be a 
thorough investigation into the affairs 
of the county. I am told that tire is 
not money in the treasury to pay the 
expenses of this court; the tax levy last 
year made a specific levy for court 
purposes; if the money has been diverted

WITH UNITED STATES 


Protocol to Adjust All Pending Dis- 
putes Has Been Agreed 
Upon. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Monday, January 
i8, via Willemstad, January {9.—A 
protocol for the settlement of the dis- 
putes between the United States and 
Venezuela has been practically agreed 
upon by W. I. Buchanan, the. special 
commissioner of the United States, who 
came to Caracas several weeks ago for 
the purpose of composing the difficul- 
ties of the two governments and the 
Gomez administration. 

The protocol, in its present form, 
provides for arbitration after a _ stip- 
ulated time, failing previous agreement 
by the individual claims and the Vene- 
zuelan government. 

The final form of the protocol is 
awaitipg the consent of Secretary of 
State Root to contain modifications in 
the claim of the New York and Ber- 
mudez Asphalt Company. Rudolph Dolge, 
tne local representative of the Orinoco 
corporation, one of the claimants, has 
cabled the company to send to Caracas 
an attorney to aid him in a settlement. 


COMMODITIES CLAUSE 
BEFORE SUPREME. COURT 


Argument in Regard to That Fea- 
ture of Hepburn Act in 
Progress. 


Washington, January !9.—Argument in 
the commodities clause cases was reach- 
ed today in the supreme court of the 
United States. Attorney General Bona- 
parte and Solicitor Genéral Hoyt ap- 
peared for the United eg te Sree 
and John D. Johnson, of ladelphia, 
and Robert W. deForest and Walker D. 
Hines, of New York, for the ratlroad 
companies. The cases involve the con- 
stitutionality of the clause of the Hep- 
burn rate law of 1906, prohibiting ralli- 
roads from carrying their own products 
interstate commerce. The United States 
circuit court for the eastern district of 
Pennsylvania is asking the supreme 
court to reverse that decision.

“When Johnny Comes Marching 
Home” was the stirring tune played by 
the Seventeenth infantry band as that 
regiment, or at least two battalions of 
it, detrained at Fort McPherson, yester- 
Gay at noon, and with swinging stride 
marched upon the parade ground of 
the post, which is to be their home for 
some ‘months. 

After an absence of two years and 
four months in Cuba, where they have 
been “fighting, mosquitoes mostly,” as 
one of the khaki-clad rookies expressed 
it, they returned to the post they left, 
brown-skinned, healthy and happy, 
thanks to the excellent’ sanitary condi- 
tion of the camps all American troops 
make.

Glad to Be at Home. 


The men and officers all voiced the 


ane 


once more in the states, and were par- 
ticularly pleased at being at Fort Mc- 
Pherson again, which is a prime post 
in the army. 

They talked of their garrison duty 
in Cuba, spoke hopefully of the govern- 
ment change with President Gomez at 
the helm and expressed a belief that 
the sanitary changes wrought by the 
American army while there would prove 
beneficial for time to come. 

There was a flutter of excitement all 
over the post on the return of the men, 
for a majority of the wives of the 
twenty-six officers stationed in Cuba 
returned to the post last week by way 
of Key West rather than take the long 
transport trip ‘by way of Savannah 
with the men and officers. 

They were up and down at the big 
gate to the post early. where The Con- 
stitution’s photographer caught a group 
waiting expectantly for their husbands, 
fathers and brother officers.

“Here they come’ he 
Sang out, and soon there was a rush 
from the post summer house, at the 
gate, to the road embankment. Around 
the curve the twenty-six cars housing 
the eight companies and about 500 men 
and 60 officers and attaches came back- 
fing out, unlimbering ag the curve was 
taken like some giant snake. 

There was a Pullman car attached to 
the rear of the train, conteining the of- 
ficers, and this came first. Before it 
had etopped a score had dropped to 
the ground and ran up the embank- 
ment to greet their wives and children.

Washington, January 1!19.—(Special.j— 
Representatives Howard of Georgia 
and Clayton of Alabama were today 
hamed as members of a commitee of 
five to consider the remarks on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt delivered yesterday by 
Representative Willett, of New York, 
and report whether they should be ex. 
punged from the record. 

In his speech, Mr. Willett exhausted 
the vocabulary of vigorous-epithets in 
characterizing President Roosevelt. He 
referred to him ag a gargoyle, as @ 
pygmy, tyrant and fountain of billings- 
gate. After so long, Mr. Willett was 
choked off and suppressed. Later he 
left the chamber with the undelivered 
part of his manuscript in his hand. 

The resolution of Mr. Hughes to ex- 
punge the speech from the record pro- 
duced 4 lively row today. 

Resolution on the Speech,

Military Company of Clinton, 
NG, Called Out 


TRIED TO ASSAULT WOMAN 


Negro Threatened to Cut Mrs. Me- 
Leod’s Throat—Her Screams At- 
tracted White Man — Ward 
Was Caught and Safely 
Lodged in Jail. 


Wilmington, N. C., January i9.—The 
local military company at Clinton, N. 
C., *has been called out by Governor 
Kitchin to protect the jail there from 
the attack of a mob of infuriated citi- 
zens who threaten summary vengeance 
upon William Ward, a strange negro in 
the community, incarcerated there, and 
who today made a brutal attempt to 
criminally assault Mrs. W. J. McLeod, 
wife of a respected citizen of Molton- 
ville, 4 miles from Clinton. 

Between 9 and 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing the negro entered the home, where 
Mrs, McLeod was alone, choked her 
and threatened to cut her throat, when 
she broke away and ran, screaming, 
into the yard.

MUCH SANER VIEW NOW. 


Lumber Man Speaks on Finan- 


cial Condition of Country. 

New Orleans, tla., January !9.—There 
was a decrease of 20 per cent 
din the output of yellow pine lumber 
during 1908 as compared with 1907, ac- 
cording to the statistical report of Sec- 
retary Georke K. Smith, presented today 
at the convention of the Yellow Pine 
Manufacturers’ Association. The con- 
vention opened its first day’s session 
here,shorily before noon. Several hun- 
dred delegates, a majority of whom are 
from Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida, are in at- 
tendance. 

In his address, President H. H. Foster 
declared: 

“We are not far enough away. from it 
yet to forget the wave of public sen- 
timent in 1!907, which’ threatened to 
blot out of existence every enterprise 
which sought to do business under the 
corporation laws of the country. A 
close study of the financial and com- 
mercial condition of the country that is 
sure to come in times of depression has 
resulted in a much saner view of con- 
ditions, and today it is no extraordi- 
nary sentiment that expresses the idea 
that certain of the large and principal 
industries of the country have been 
tried, nearly to the breaking point, and 
the pendulum of justice seems to be on 
the backward swing.” 

The president warned manufacturers 
against an overproduction.

‘Tendency toward concentration of rafiroad stocks in the hands of com- 


|paratively few owners is apparent from a recent report made to the inter 


state commerce commission in response to a call for the names of the ten 
_ |laggest. shareholders in the various railroads of the United States. 


The largest single‘ stockholder in railroads in this country, is, admit- 
I tedly, E. H. Harriman, whose holdings of Union and Southern Pacific alone 


amount to more than $116,000,000. Besides this, he owns $27,350,700 in the 
Oregon Short Line, practically its entire capital stock, half of the stock of 
the Illinois Central, and some unknown millions in other jines contributary 
to and connecting with his great systems. In the Great Northern, James 
J. Hill’s road, Mr. Harriman owns $6,777,300, or nearly three times as much 
as Mr. Hill,-while his holdings in the Northern Pacific, $2,280,000, are con- 
siderably less than those of Mr. Hill. 

An interesting feature of the report is anleanine of pre: fact of com- 
munity of ownership in the stock of the Northern Pacific and Great Northern, 
whose ‘consolidation was overthrown by the Northern Securities decision. 
Eight individual stockholders own $35,000,000 of the Northern Pacific, and 
the same persons own $28,000,000 of the stock of the Great Northern. Mr. 
Hill’s holdings are $8,000,000 in the.former and $2,000,000 in the latter. John 
S. Kennedy, of New York, possibly the largest stockholder in these two 
systems, Owns $10,000,000 Northern Pacific and $7,000,000 Great Northern. 
Under such circumstances it would appear that the intended effect of the 
Northern Securities decision might be easily defeated, in fact, practically 
annihilated. \ 

Strangely enough, the name of J. P. Morgan & Company, except as 
the owners of approximately $180,000,000, par value, of the capital stock of 
the Southern railway, appears seldom in the list, though the names of as- 
sociates are present, indicating quite extensive holdings in other lines. 

W. K. Vanderbilt, with $10,000,000, is the largest holder of New York 
Central stock, while there are several others with two or three millions of it 
to their credit. Kuhn, Loeb & Company are large holders, particularly in 
the great transcontinental lines, in which their aggregate possessions are 
close to $80,000,000. The stock of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company is 
comparatively well distributed, the amounts credited to the ten largest 
holders ranging from three-quarters of a million to $4,300,000. The Penn- 
sylvania railroad itself owns a controlling interest in the “Baltimore and 
Ohio. : : 
Leading stockholders in other systems are the Seaboard Company, of 
New Jersey, which controls 509,000 shares of the Seaboard Air Line; the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which owns nearly $10,000,000 of the Nor 
folk and Western; the Atlantic Coast Line Company, of Connecticut, which 
holds $25,257,300 of the Atlantic Coast Line stock; a Dutch firm of Amster- 
dam, which owns nearly $10,000,000 of Atchison stock and appears a8 an ex- 
tensive owner in other lines, and the estate of Jay Gould, which owns mord 
than $20,000,000 in the Missouri Pacific and more than $6,000,000 in the St. 
Louis and Southwestern. ; 

From the report may be gathered the significant fact that the great 
bulk of American railway stocks is assembled in comparatively few hands, 
and the tendency is constantly toward still greater concentration. 

Possession of these stocks carries absolute control, and it is more and 
more @pparent that such control of almost the entire railway interests of 
che country is: finding its way intu the hands of a few men. 

Considering the duties of and relations to the public of transportation 
companies, these facts present an unquestionable and unanswerable argu- 
ment for government regulation of the most effective sort. 

That these interesting disclosures of concentrated ownership will 
strengthen such regulation can scarcely be doubted. | | 

It is possible that this tremendous power lodged in the hands of a few 
men may not be used often in a manner detrimental to public interest. 

But if it is known that there is a force of equal strength upheld by the 
whole power of the law, ready to meet it and contend with it, when occa- 
sion. requires, the equilibrium is more than likely to be maintained and the 
country will not be afflicted with financial depression growing out of agita- 
tion due to corporate oppression, real or imaginary. 

The interstate commerce commission’s hands should be materially 
strengthened and then upheld. 

In this policy the railroads themselves have nothing to fear. Their 
fanciful fears of a few years ago, when regulation was first suggested, las 
been swept away in the wise and conservative exercise of the powers which 
the government conterred upon the commission, and they have come to a 
realization of the necessity for it and even approval of the law. 

Just so it will ultimately be with extensions of the commission’s power 
which are now held to be essential for the proper protection of the public. 

Concentration has increased the tremendous powers of the railroads on 
one hand, and there must be like increase in the forces of regulation. 

Equilibrium @f the two forces means not only-settled and satisfactory 
conditions, but it means protection for both interests, the public and the 


railroads. 


And this is a fact which the railroad interests will sooner later

court, with nine justices. 

That the matter will be taken up by 
the next legislature for consideration, 
there appears to be no question. It may 
be no action will be taken, but there 
is certain to be some inquiry and dis- 
cussion. 

According to the members of the Dar 
who think the two courts should be 
consolidated, the plan of having two 
appellate courts is cumbersome, and 
presents at least one very objectionable 
difficulty growing out of @ifferent in- 
terpretation of the law. Already it is 
said, there have been some decisions in 
the two courts which are almost dia- 
metrically opposed on certain points. 
This is confusing and perplexing to 
those who have to deal with the inter- 
pretation of the law by the courts. 

It is chiefly for this reason that 
many members of the ber favor the 
consolidation of the two courts, with 
nine justices, instead of six, on the su- 
preme bench. It has also been sug- 
gested that the supreme court could 


then be divided into three divisions of, 


equal dignity, the entire bench being 
required to sit for argument only in 
cases involving constitutional points or 
capital punishment. 

Whether this would wholly reHeve the 
difficulty and properly expedite the dis- 
position of cases, is a question ~ that 
might have to be investigated some- 
what. In any event, it is a situation in 
which legislature will, no doubt, go 
very slowly and not act until it has ar- 
rived @t what it is satisfied will be the 
best solution of the problem. 


What Some Convicts Lose. 


When the convict lease system goes 
out of business in Georgia, as it will 
on April |, that class of white con- 
victs which has been able to do mental 
and professional work and for whose 
talents the lessees found use, may have 
to pick up a hoe or take hold of a plow 
and go to work in the field. 

There has always been a number of 
white convicts skilled in business ‘or 
certain trades, such as bookkeepers, en- 
gineers and the ilke, for whom the 
lessees have found office work in such 
lines or employment at those callings 
in which they were expert. Almost 
every one of the lessees got hold of a 
bookkeeper, accountant, office man, en- 
gineer, or some other among the con- 
victs allotteq to him, and trey were 
kept employed in these lines. 

The state will have no use for these 
now. The counties will not want them, 
as they do not propose to take any 
white convicts, It isthe purpose of the 
state to place all of the white convicts 
on a central farm, soon to be pur- 
chased. On this farm the state may 
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' have occasion to use one or two office 


men, but scarcely more, and it looks 
as if the balance will have to take to 
the fleld and do farm work. The prison 
commission has had this feature of the 
matter under consideration, but has 
not been able to arrive at any definite 
sOlution, other than the employment of 
practically all of the white convicts at 
farm work. . 

Another opportunity which the con- 
victg will lose is that of accumulating 
money by extra work, as they have 
been able to do in many instances un- 
der the lease system. Usually in the 
lessee camps each convict had so much 
work to do, and all he did in excess of 
the amount required he was paid for 
at a certain fixed rate. In this way 
many of them have been able to leave 
the penitentiary with comfortable sums 
to their credit. One negro recently left 
the penitentiary, after fourteen years’ 
service, with $800 in cash In his pocket. 

The state, of course, will not estab- 
lish any such custom as this. The law 
does not contemplate that a convict 
shall earn anything, nor could the op. 
portuniay be given in doing road wcrk 
under state direction. The only thing 
the prison commission could do, should 
it deal in any way with this phase of 
the problem, would be to shorten to a 
certain extent the terms of those who 
Sive their best service to the state.

This road will start at Abbeville and 
run in aie northwesterly direction 
through the counties of Wilcox, Pulaski, 
Dooly, Houston and Macon, the latter 
being reached by the branch line. It 
will cross the Gulf Line at Pineview, 
and the Georgia Southern and Florida 
at Unadilla,

Not Too Old for Beauty. 


“T trust I am not too old’ yet to yield 
to the charm of beauty, and that to 
which even a northern man mey be 
awakened to.

After reviewing the hardships and 
struggles which the work has entafled, 
he continued, “therefore I shall. go out 
of this meeting, despite of the distin- 
guished presence here, carrying in my 
memory only the figure of that woman 
who has been able to create all this.”’ 

Taft Refers to Tillman.

IN STOCK MARKE! 


Neglect Was So Profound as to 
Resemble Stagnation, 


| Professional Traders Had Market 
to Themselves, and Their Ef- 
forts to Mowe Prices Were 
Futile—London to Draw 
Mere Gold. 


New York, January !10.—The stock 
market today fell into a neglect s0 pro- 
found as to resemble stagnation. Tne 
professional traders on the floor of the 
stock exchange apparently had the mar- 
ket to themselves nd their efforts to 
move prices met with so little success 
that they practically abandoned them 
and left the market in its dull and un- 
interesting state the latter part of the 
session. 

The technical position of the market 
was called good in that the floating 
Supply of stocks seemed to be small 

comparatively light buying orders 
brought marked results in the price 
movement. This fact, however, seemed 
to offer small encouragement to the 
pursuit of any extensive operations. 

There were exceptions in separate 
stocks, principally in the class of small- 
er railroad systems. 

Conjecture continued busy with the 
possible disposition of these systems in 
the process of consolidations indicated 
‘py the cases of the Colorado and South- 
ern ahd the Wisconsin Central. The 
Kansas City Southern was pointed to 
as a projected Knk In the Harriman 
System by traffic agreement. The Ches- 
apeake and Ohio was indicated as en- 
gaged in consolidating its own system 
by purchase of a controlled link and 
was favorable affected. 

The supposition that E. H. Harriman 
is to aseume closer relations to the New 
York Central continues strong in spec- 
ulative quarters, and (hat element looks 
for developments in that direction at 
tomorrow's meeting of directors. Some 
Strengthening influence of a more sen- 
timental kind was due to reports of an 
intended movement among the insur- 
amce companies to secure a modifica- 
tion of the law calling for the sale of 
stockholdings in the treasuries of these 
companies, within a _ stated period. 
This possible liquidation has hung over 
the market for two years past with 
depressing effect on a number of rail- 
road stocks. 

One influence of depression on the 
speculation, especially in foreign mar- 
kets, is the attitude of waiting on the 
Russian loan issue in Paris on Friday. 
The pressure for gold at Paris relaxed 
slightly today and sterling exchange 
advanced sharply there with a corre- 
sponding relaxation in the private dis- 
count rate in London. There was a 
small engagement of gold here for ship- 
ment to South America, Dut none for 
anv trans-Atlantic point. 

That London will draw some gold in 
the next few weeks is a general expec- 
tation. A steadying effect on the local 
money market is beginning to be appar- 
ent, but the high premium at which 
New York exchange rules at Chicago in- 
dicates the ready response of the inte- 
rior to any opening in New York for 
placing funds. Chicago banks are re- 
ported to be seeking bonds as an al- 
ternative to the slight opportunities in 
the loan market. Successive issues of 
corporation bondg to bankers make the 
distinctive feature of the present sit- 
uation. A further yielding in the price 
of copper metal here and in London 
was not followed by the copper indus- 
trials which were inclined to rally.
